French Mountain Climber Tells 
Of Lying on Ledge for 48 Hours

CHAMONIX, France, July 22 
(AP)}—A young mountain climb- 
er told today how he lay on a 
narrow shelf in the French Alps 
and repeated over and over to 
himself “I must hold on, I must 
hold on at any price.” 

Georges Barbacki was hauled 
to safety yesterday afternoon but 
a companion, Claude Chulliat, 
who, risked descent down ice- 
covered rocks, plunged to his 
death. They had been maroon 
in a storm Saturday. . 
Barbacki, a French university 
student, told from a hospital bed 
the story of his ordeal on the 
perilous “Fool's Needle” in the 
high Mont Blanc.range. 
Chulliat and Barcbacki began 
the ascent of the “Fool’s Needle” 
early Saturday. The storm closed 
in on them in a crevice between 
“The Needle” and “The Scis- 
sors.” They camped there for 
the night, pressed tightly against 
each other to keep from freezing. 
“On Sunday,” Barbacki said, 
“at daybreak, snow covered the 


ledges and there was ice on the 
rocks. There was only one so- 
lution: to lower myself down by 
my hands. When I reached the 
top of the glacier, my hands 
were frozen and bruised and my 
gloves torn. I could not go any 
farther. 

“Spotting a ledge protected 
by overhanging rocks, I hacked 
away the ice around me, and de- 
cided to wait for the weather 
to clear.” 

“I tried without success to 
dissuade my companion from 
continuing the descent,” he said. 
“But since he had good gloves 
and felt sure of himself, he de- 
cided to risk it. I never saw him 
again.” Chulliat plunged to his 
death on Sunday. 

Barbacki said he preferred to 
remaih on his narrow shelf and 
starve than risk being dashed to 
death on the rocks below. He 
melted water from the ice and 
snow around him and mixed it 
with a pot of honey he had in 
his pack. This was the only food 
he had. '

EXAMINERS URGE 
DROP FRELGHT

ICC Men Say Railroads 
Charged Government 
Less Than Other Ship- 
pers During War.

WASHINGTON, July 22 (AP) 
—Two Interstate Commerce 
Commission examiners today 
recommended dismissal of gov- 
ernment claims against the rail- 
roads for about two billion dol- 
lars for alleged overcharges on 
wartime freight shipment. 

The examiners, Howard Hos- 
mer and Marion L. Boat, said the 
charges paid the government 
le, considerably 
lower than they would have been 
for commercial shippers. 

All told, the government filed 
17 complaints against the rail- 
roads between June, 1946, and 
October, 1948. 

The complaints, filed by the 
Attorney General, alleged the 
railroad rates and charges for 
the transportation of carloads of 
government freight during 
World War II, as well as before, 
were “unjust and unreasonable.” 
The examiners disagreed with 
this. They recommended to the 
commission that it dismiss the 
complaints on the ground the 
charges have no. been shown to 
be unreasonable. 

Based on the estimate of two 
billion dollars in overcharges, 
the examiners said the Govern- 
ment’s net recovery (taking in- 
come taxes into account) would 
be about $300,000,000, or more 
than a third of the total net in- 
come, of all major railroads last 
year, if the claims were sus- 
tained. 


The examiniers’ recommenda- 
tion is subject to review and 
final action by the commission. 
The ICC said any one who 
might want to object will be 
given until Sept. 21 to file pa- 
pers.

Chairman Clark Answers 
Business Men Who 
Want Public Hearing 
on Change Which Is 
Effective Sunday. 


The Chamber of Commerce 
master traffic control plan made 
no suggestions for rerouting of 
streetcars and busses, Edwin M. 
Clark, chairman of the commit- 
tee, said today in reply to criti- 
cism that proposed reroutings 
are a departure from the plan. 

The criticism was advanced 
yesterday by business interests 
in the northern part of the 
downtown shopping district in 
an unsuccessful attempt to per- 
suade the Board of Public Serv- 
ice to hold public hearings on 
the reroutings, which are to be- 
come effective Sunday. 


In connection with the re- 
routings, which will send east- 
bound busses over Olive street 
for the first time, signs prohibit- 
ing automobiles from traveling 
to the left of streetcar safety 
zones on Olive between Twelfth 
boulevard and the Lindell cut- 
off will be removed. 

Intended to expedite the aug- 
mented traffic, the removal of 
the signs will be accompanied 
by a lengthening of the no- 
parking areas opposite the safety 
zones by a distance of 50 feet, 
Traffic Commissioner Charles G. 
Gonter announced, Busses, how- 
ever, will stop on the far cor- 
ners of the intersections. 


Action Prompts Letter. 


The action of the Board of 
Public Service in granting per- 
mits for bus operations over the 
new routes prompted a letter to 
Clark from Sidney R. Baer, treas- 
urer of Stix, Baer & Fuller Co. 
and president of the Downtown 
Improvement Association. The 
group represents merchants 
along Washington avenue and St. 
Charles street between Fourth 
street and Twelfth boulevard. 

Baer complained that the re- 
routing would take away the last 
mass transit line from the West 
End to the northern part of the 
downtown area. 

“At the present time,” he 
wrote, “the University streetcar 
line, which is heavily used by 
streetcar riders, will come east 
on Olive street and return west 
on Pine. This line serves ap- 
proximately the same area as 
the Lindell bus line in West St. 
Louis (and, incidentaly, such is 
the case with the Forest Park 
line, which will run east on Mar- 
ket street and west on Pine.)

Two badly-frightened Univer- 
sity City boys were nursing 
bruises today after being swept 
through a large storm sewer 
near Kingsland avenue and 
Olive boulevard in University 
City yesterday afternoon. 


Carried by the rain-swollen 
current about two city blocks 
through the pitch-black tube, 
both boys miraculously found 
handholds on opposite ledges of 
the nine-foot sewer néar a man- 
hole. University City police and 
firemen then effected their res- 
cue, Patrolman Frank O. Ander- 
son descending the manhole on 
a rope to bring the boys to 
safety. 

The pair, Robert Spurgin, 12 
years old, 6543 Corbitt avenue, 
and Eugene Sloan, 13, 1145 Sut- 
ter avenue, with James Perrin, 
13, 6563 Avalon avenue, had 
donned bathing suits to ride 
their bicycles in the rain. 


Boys Ride Along Ditch. 


At Corbitt and Kingsland ave- 
nues, where the storm sewer is 
an open ditch, the boys decided 
to ride along the cement-paved 
bottom of the ditch, which was 
covered with only a few inches 
of running water. 


With Perrin about 50 feet in 
advance of the others, the trio 
coasted south with the current 
toward Olive, where the open 
ditch enters the tube. 

“Jim Perrin tried to turn out 
to get to the bank and climb 
out,” young Spurgin told the 
Post-Dispatch, “but his bike was 
upset and he fell. We hurried 
up and put our bikes on the 
bank and went to help him.

GENEVA, July 22 (AP)—Rob- 
ert E. Asher, United States rep- | 
resentative to the United Na-/|

“We don’t want to mention all 
the economic help given,” he 
said, “but it seems that on all 
fronts now there is a cold war 
directed against the underdevel- 
oped countries from the point 


of view of economic develop-

Communist Rally Out- 
numbers That by 
Mossadegh Followers 
Against Parliament. 


TEHRAN, July 22 (AP)—More 
than 50,000 Communists and 
their supporters massed in the 
square before Parliament yes- 
terday and shouted demands for 
expulsion of American military 
advisers from Iran and for 
closer ties with the Soviet 
Union. : 


The Communist show of 
strength was the second demon- 
stration in the square during a 
day of tension in which truck- 
loads of Iranian troops rumbled 
through the city to man pos- 
sible trouble spots and tanks 
stood ready for action in police 
compounds. 

There were no casualties on 
the anniversary marking the 
end of Ahmed Qavam’s brief 
tenure as premier a year ago. 
Rioting ard bloodshed forced 
Qavam to resign and Premier 
Mohammed Mossadegh resumed 
the control over the government 
he has held since 1951. 


The Communist meeting 
dwarfed an earlier by fol- 
lowers of Mossadegh. The Mos- 


sadegh turnout was estimated at 
between 15,000 and 20,000. 

Both crowds shouted for dis- 
solution of the Majlis. Mossa- 
degh has succeeded in per- 
suading enough deputies to re- 
sign from the Maj lower 
house of Parliament—to make 
legal meetings impossible. The 
Tudeh (Communist) party is 
supporting Mossadegh in his 
drive to powers of the 
Shah and to end the present 
Parliament. 

The Communists and their fol- 
lowers paraded six abreast with 
banners saying “American spies 
—hands off” and “close down 
Point Four.” The latter referred 
to the United States technical 
aid program for Iran's agricul- 
ture and industry.

unmarked game after a day’s 
trip in the woods. These rifles 
were called “Kentucky rifles,” 
although most of them were 
made by craftsmen who had 
emigrated from Germany and 
Switzerland to Pennsylvania. 
Many of them were hallmarked 
with the craftsman’s name, and 
those which were noted for their 
extreme accuracy bore a repu- 
tation far and wide. They 
brought fabulous prices when 
traded by the owner to another 
hunter and several beeves or 
other valuable consideration was 
often the price demanded for | 
the exchange. 

The owners of these accurate 
pieces gave them every care and 
attention to keep them in first- 
class condition. The rifled barrel 
was wiped clean after each trip 
and then greaSed vith tallow to 
prevent rusting. The stock was 
kept highly polished and the 
brass or copper inlay was shined 
to a mirror-like finish. Usually 
these guns were hung on a rack 
of deer horns or wooden pegs 
over the door or mantel—ready 
for instant use. They were only 
for the man of the house to 
touch, and the good wife dare 
not dust or remove the gun 
from its quarters lest the sights 
be accidentally moved out of 
proper adjustment. 

Big Game Plentiful. 

When the pioneers from Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee and Virginia 
were first settling in the Ozarks, 
the Kentucky rifle was in the 
hands of every man making the 
long overland trek to his new- 
found home. It was feared by 
the hostile red man and it pro- 
vided the meat for the family 
table. Pork and beef could be 
butchered during the long, cold 
winter months without spoilage, 
but during the spring, fall and 
summer the fare was usually 
wild game. 

Deer, turkeys, and even buf- 
faloes, elk, antelope and bears 
were to be found in various 
parts of the state in the early 
days. Buffaloes were reported 
seen in Wayne County as late 
as 1837, and Father Gravier, 
traveling down the Mississippi, 
reported seeing many bears near 
Grays Point in Scott County. 
Indians killed one of the last 
great concentrations of elk in 
Holt County in 1841, at which 
time 500 were killed. Antelope 
were found by the first settlers 
as far east as Lawrence, John- 
son and Nodaway counties but 
oa had all disappeared by 


Big game in the Ozarks was 
plentiful in the early days, and 
when the hunter brought down 
a buffalo, bear or an elk he 
shared his kill with his nearest 
neighbors who usually lived 
many miles away. No doubt, 
there was an exhilaration in 
knowing that there would be 
ample provender for the table 
when some mighty monarch 
fell at the crack of the hard- 
shooting, accurate rifle, but the 
target was large and the suc- 
cessful shot was easily placed. 

The ability to “bark” a squir- 
rel took steady nerves, a keen 
eye, and pin-point accuracy. 
Those who softly trod the hick- 
ory groves in the early days to 
accomplish this shooting feat 
were not only the envy of their 
neighbors—they were the fore- 
runners of the true sportsmen 
of today.

The youngest of Marco and 
Natalie LaStarza’s three chil- 
dren was a home boy who 
helped out in the family’s 
meat and grocery store. It 
was older brother Jerry who 
was a brawling street fighter. 

To keep Jerry off the streets 
and out of fights, Papa La- 
Starza bought two pairs of 
boxing gloves. If Jerry had to 
fight he might as well do it in 
the cellar. Roland was draft- 
ed as sparring partner. He 
didn't have much choice, older 
brothers being what they are. 

“If I didn’t try hard,” the 
newest heavyweight challenger 
recalled today, “Jerry got sore 
and beat me up good. I had 
to learn how to box and de- 
fend myself.” 

Jerry had a brief profes- 
sional career as a middle- 
weight before he went off to 
war and became a fighter 
pilot. As an Air Force lieuten- 
ant in the reserves, he’s back 
in service. 

It is a surprise to Papa La- 
Starza that Roland, the quiet 
one and the bookworm who 
went two years to C.C.N.Y., 
should now from that small 
beginning of boxing in the cel- 
lar be the one who is one bout 
away from becoming the world 
heavyweight champion. 

There were to be sure, many 
twists and turns along the 
way, with title-winning success 
in the amateurs, time out dur-

Winning Streaks. 


HE turn that was most 
T eventful for LaStarza oc- 

curred, of course, on 
March 24, 1950, in the Garden 
when he stacked his streak of 
37 against Marciano’s string of 
24. Hardly a soul could have 
foreseen the blight that a con- 
troversial split decision by a 
matter of three of Eddie 
Eagan’s points was to place on 
LaStarza’s future for a long 
time to come. The $13,000 
purse he earned then was to 
be the high tide of his for- 
tunes. 

The bout and its disputa- 
tious result cried for a return. 
No one probably has ever 
been forced to wait so long 
for the inevitable rematch. It

The patient LaStarza has 
waited all these years for 
what? The first reaction is a 
morning line of 3 to 1 on Mar- 
ciano, and the widespread be- 
lief ‘that Marciano has im- 
proved, LaStarza has not, and 
that the champion will dispose 
of the challenger with finality. 

There’s ample time to pon- 
der the case. It will become 
vitally important on consid- 
eration that Marciano, in his 
climb to glory, has been revel- 
ing in an old man’s home.

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Many of Throngs Who Viewed 
Stalin's Body Were Curious, 
Not Mourning as Reported 


Eddy Gilmore Says Mobs Sometimes Got 
Out of Hand, Rumors Flew Thick and 
Fast — Dictator’s Face Bore Scornful 
Look as He Lay in State.

PARIS, July 22 (AP). 


J: WAS early that March morning when the telephone rang, and 


the Russian voice said: 


“Mr. Gilmore, I should tell you that we will have a press 
release in a short while announcing the serious illness of the 
chairman of the Council of Ministers, Comrade Joseph Stalin.” 


The telephone call was from 
Tass—the official Soviet news 
agency. I slipped my trousers 
over my pajamas, grabbed my 
fur hat and ran for the tele- 
graph office—and the censor. 

Stalin—and the Stalin myth 
—were dying. 

I never saw so many people 
on the streets, as came out dur- 
ing Stalin's ilIness. Knotted in 
little groups around the wall 
newspapers. Muttering to one 
another on the streets and in 
the subways. 

Then the death that came as 
no surprise. And still more peo- 
ple. They stood in lines all 
night long. Some showed what 
I suppose was natural grief. 
Only those were we allowed to 
write about. The thousands up- 
on thousands of the just plain 
curious we couldn’t mention. 

Crowds Jam Streets. 

Other thousands, never al- 
lowed near Stalin when he was 
alive, jostled one _ another, 
jammed the streets and squares 
for a chance to walk through a 
hall and stare at the strange 
corpse of this man who'd con- 
— their living and their dy- 
ng. 

People were injured by the 
hundreds. Some were smothered 
and some were knocked down 
and walked over until the life 
went out of them. And all the 
time the long lines moved past 
the corpse to music played by 
perspiring musicians. 

The mobs got out of hand 

sometimes. In one side street I 
saw the mounted police charge 
them with batons. But they 
kept coming back, pushing and 
breathless to walk past the 
body. 
I almost forgot there was 
such a thing as sleep. We lay 
down on tables. On chairs. In 
the back of automobiles; and we 
wrote thousands of words some 
of which I would like to think 
were not useless. 

Did death come to Joseph 
Stalin as they said—from a col- 
lapse of the heart—with a squad 
of Russia’s best doctors mar- 
shaled around his bed in the 
Kremlin, doing everything they 
could to save his life? 

Frankly, I don’t know. I know 
only what I saw. 

Widespread Rumors. 

Rumors and. stories flew 
around Moscow as thick as the 
droves of black crows that cloud 
the Muscovy skies in wintertime. 
There were reports that he was 
murdered. Stories that this 
wasn't Stalin at all. Reports 
that he was already dead when 
the first news of his grave ill- 
ness was announced. 

Again, I just don’t know. But 
from what I saw it seems rea- 
sonable that things happened 
about the way the official story 
was told. 

During the days they said the 
“Man of Steel”—a name he gave 
himself by the way, for he came 
into this world with the good 
Georgian name of Djugashvili— 
was dying, I passed the Kremlin 
many, many times. 

I went by its closely guarded 
gates at midnight and high noon, 
at dawn, in the mornings and in 
the afternoons and in the late 
winter twilights. 

There was always a _ great 
coming and going of automobiles 
at the two traffic gates of the 
Kremlin—the one that leads into 
Red Square and the one near 
the Moskva river, a few hundred 
yards from the ministry of de- 
fense. 

Ambulances at Kremlin. 

On numerous occasions there 
were ambulances among the cars 
rushing in and out of the gates. 
Several times I noticed small 
first-aid cars carrying what cer- 
tainly looked to be oxygen 
tanks. And I saw solemn-faced 
men. Women dressed in white 
who looked to be nurses. I can’t 
say the men were doctors, for if 
there’s any distinguishing look 
about a Russian doctor, I don’t 
know it. 

I saw Marshal Voroshilov on 
one occasion. My car was stand- 
ing before a red traffic signal 
when his long, black Zis (liter- 
ally, Factory in the Name of 
Stalin) rolled slowly past. He 
just looked like Voroshilov as I'd 
seen him so many times; there 
was no sign of emotion. 

On another occasion I recog- 
nized Lazar Kaganovich, highest 
placed Jew in Russia. But I was 
more interested in the procession 
—and it was almost that—of am- 
bulances and medical cars. | 

As long as they kept coming 
and going it was reasonable to 
suppose that Stalin was alive. 

Then one day I didn’t see any 
of them. 

Early the following morning 
they announced the death of 
Stalin, the man of so many 
myths, the imperishable, the 
everlasting, the perpetual. The 
leader and teacher. According 
to propaganda, the wisest genius 
of all time. 

His body was to lie in state— 
but not for long—in the Hall of 
Columns, in the house of the 
trade unions. Oddly, perhaps, in 
this building where the great 
purge trials were held. 

The American embassy at that 
time was located between the 
Kremlin and the Hall of Col- 
umns. . The people there had a 
Wst-hand view of traffic along 


the streets—almost deserted by 
now, for the authorities had 
closed them to ordinary traffic 
and the people and police were 
out by the thousands. 


An embassy friend saw mie on 
the street. 


“They've carried the body 
over,” he said. “We were amazed. 
It wasn’t any huge and shiny 
Zis, or any super-plus hearse. 
Just an ordinary looking closed 
body truck. It was blue.” 

“Are you sure?” 


“Of course,” he said. “It came 
slowly up past the stables. (The 
old Czarist stables now used as 
a Kremlin garage), past the em- 
bassy, backed up to the Hall of 
Columns and they took out the 
coffin.” 

“Who's they?” 

“How would I know?” he said. 
“Seven or eight guys.” 

Seven or eight guys. An or- 
dinary truck. What was happen- 
ing? 

The doors to the Hall of Col- 
umns were opened shortly after 
that to an amazing spectacle. 

The yellow corpse in the fawn- 
colored semi-military jacket. His 
hands stretched out stiffly, par- 
allel with the length of his 
body. The rouged cheeks. The 
enlarged nostrils of the dicta- 
tor as you looked at him from 
the position of his feet. Those 
surprisingly delicate hands and 
tapered fingertips. 


Bore Scornful Look. 


The almost scornful look of 
this very tough man. A look 
taken into death. His decora- 
tions lying on a silk pillow at 
the lower end of the coffin. 
The wilderness of flowers, some 
real, some artificial. The ebb 
and flow of stringed music 
sawed out by sweating and 
slightly bewildered musicians. 
The searing, dazzling arc lights. 
The pinpoint spotlights. The 
high whine of movie cameras. 
The slug, slug, slug of thousands 
of pairs of feet passing by the 
bier. A tear or two. 

And hundreds upon hundreds 
of curious stares from the Rus- 
sian people who couldn’t get 
near this man when he was 
alive. Now they could, provid- 
ing they had the strength and 
courage to stand long hours in 
long lines. For the great lev- 
eler had come by. And they saw 
for themselves that Joseph 
Stalin died just as other mortals 
do. A man’s life had ended, 
and an era had ended. 


At the end of the Russian- 
German war, I was in Moscow 
with one mighty conclusion and 
two huge question marks. 

The concl —the Russian 
people love their country, no 
matter who's in charge. And 
they'll fight for it and fight well. 

The questions: 

1, Where were all the dead I 
never did see on numerous visits 
to the front from 1942 to 1945? 

2. Why didn’t the Germans 
ever seriously bomb Moscow? 

Time and again we would read 
of a tremendous victory and how 
25,000 or 75,000 or 150,000 or 
200,000 Germans had been killed. 
Then we'd get to the scene of 
the battle. Sometimes just a 
couple of days after it took 
place. But there were never 
many bodies lying about, Ger- 
man or Russian. 

I want to write nothing here 
that will in any way belittle the 
Russian war effort, for that 
would be nonsense as well as 
unfair. But I just don’t under- 
stand about the lack of bodies. 
I’ve related this to many a sol- 
dier and they haven't given me 
the answer either. 

Many Prisoners Taken. 


But I’ve approached the con- 
clusion that more Germans, Ro- 
manians and Italians were taken 
prisoner on the eastern front 
than were killed. 

I was at Stalingrad and I saw 
a line of prisoners, a never to 
be forgotten sight. Hundreds 
and hundreds of them filing past 
all day long and into the night. 
Going east over the frozen Volga 
to prison camp. 

And I’ve seen German, Ro- 
manian and Italian prisoners at 
other places around Russia. And 
Japanese prisoners. They must 
have been captured by the thou- 
sands, especially in the last days 
of the war. 

I was in Moscow for most of 
the air raids. Bombs fell and 
did some damage. But I had 
seen London and Plymouth and 
Coventry, and all the. bombed 
cities of England. And I'd sat 
through raids in London and 
Plymouth. 

What happened to 


Moscow 


was nothing in comparison. Yet |} 
Moscow was the hub of Soviet jij 


communications. The seat of 
government. War traffic had to 
pass to and fro. Yet no real 
raid. Moscow had and still has 


a great many wood houses and | iV 


buildings. A set up for a fire 
raid. Yet no fire raids. 

Was this a case of the Ger- 
mans not wanting to devastate 
or burn down the city they felt 
sure they were eventually going 
to occupy? Even after Zhukov 
threw them back from the gates. 
Did they feel sure they'd come 
on again and take it? It was a 
bitter winter and maybe they 
wanted a city, not a shell.

Malenkov was not 
hurt, but his chauffeur was injured. 


According to sources which 
have previously proved reliable 
on events within the Kremlin, 
the shooting occurred on the 
night of May 31. 

As Malenkov was leaving 
through the Spasski portal of 
the Kremlin, MVD soldiers on 
guard fired at his car, hitting 
the driver. 

The soldiers later explained 
that the driver had failed to give 
the signal required from gov- 
ernment cars and had failed to 
stop to show his pass. 


Soldiers, Driver Arrested. 

Beria, as Minister of Internal 
Affairs, which embraces the po- 
sition of Minister of State Secu- 
rity, ordered the afrest of the 
soldiers and the driver. Also 
he replaced MVD Col. Kruglov, 
commander of the Kremlin 
guard, with one of his followers, 
Col. Irakli Maguelachvili, for- 
mer commander of the Second 
MVD Regiment in Tiflis. Col. 
Kruglov is the brother of Ser- 
gei Nikiforovich, Kruglov, who 
succeeded Beria as Minister of 
Internal Affairs. 

Whether this was an actual 
attempt engineered by Beria to 
assassinate him or not, Malen- 
kov is reported to have taken 
it so and decided that it was 
time to get rid of Beria, his old 
enemy. 

This information was obtained 
by French intelligence quarters 
through the same reliable Mos- 
cow sources which revealed 
Malenkov’s maneuvers against 
Beria and Molotov last Febru- 
ary. The same sources, a month 
before Stalin’s death, predicted 
Malenkov’s accession to power. 

According to their recent re- 
port, the Politburo meeting in 
the Kremlin on the evening of 
June 26 started with the usual 
smiles and handshakes but soon 
turned sinister when Malenkov 
got up and launched a vitriolic 
attack on his old JTival in a cool 
detached _ tone. Beria was 
caught; all exits were barred 
and he could not alert any of 
his minions. He was taken into 
custody as the meeting ended. 

Bungling in Satellites. 

Beria was removed primarily 
for domestic reasons, this cor- 
respondent was told. After Sta- 
lin’s death, Beria had staged 
veritable revolutions in the So- 
viet republics of Georgia, 
Ukraine, Kazakh, Azerbaijan 
and Lithuania when he replaced 
their leading officials with his 
own henchmen. 

Especially in his homeland, 
Georgia, he had upset the whole 
regime by purging A. I. Mgel- 
adze from his post as first party 
secretary and reinstating M. I. 
Baranaya whom Beria himself 


had fired, on Stalin’s orders, 
in 1952. 


Stalin had always managed to 
thwart the rise of native lead- 
ers in the various republics and 
to send in men from other 
parts of the union to govern 
them. Thus he had been able 
to maintain a strong centralist 
system in Moscow. 


When Stalin died, his suc- 
cessors agreed that the grip on 
the republics had to be relaxed 
somewhat, but they had not 
asked Beria to go as far as he 
did and especially not put his 
own men into power. 


This correspondent’s inform- 
ants said Beria’s fall would not 
affect the new Soviet policy of 
appeasing Western Europe and 
easing up on the satellite peo- 
ples. Beria, they said, did not 
devise that policy; it was adopt- 
ed by the plenum of the Polit- 
buro and formally approved by 
the Red Army. This policy, they 
said, ‘was—and is—based on 
hard-headed considerations of 
long-range military strategy 
aiming to isolate the United 
States from its allies. 

Harm to Soviet Prestige. 

What was held against Beria, 
therefore, was not the policy 
itself but that he had bungled 
its execution in the territories 
under his control. Moscow had 


wanted to fool the workers of 
East Germany, Hungary and 
Czechoslovakia—it had not fig- 
ured on their revolt. By getting 
his signals crossed and oblig- 
ing the Red Army to shoot at 
proletarians, Beria had done in- 
calculable harm to Soviet pres- 
tige, and this alone was enough 
to seal his fate. 

Malenkov is said to have 
found willing aids inside the 
Red Army who had long taken 
a dim view of Beria’s para- 
military formations. 


In fact, the big victor in this 
affair seems to be the army 
which after the arrest of thou- 
sands of Beria’s police officers, 
remains the principal source of 
domestic power in Russia. Ac- 
cording to the experts, the 
army still contains many pro- 
Zhdanov elements who never 
forgot how Malenkov eliminat- 
ed their hero in 1948. 


There is only one certitude 
in the present situation, these 
informants said: as long as 
Marshal Vassily D. Sokolovsky 
remains Red Army Chief of 
Staff, the army will support at- 
tempts to split the western pow- 
ers and foster the establishment 
of a left-wing regime in France 
next fall or winter who would, 
he hopes, scuttle the EDC and 
emasculate NATO.

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Rhee’s New Hitch 


Once more, Syngman Rhee has welshed on 
his obligations to the U.N. forces which saved 
his regime from destruction. Rhee declares that 
the agreement he reached with President Eisen- 
hower’s emissary was “conditional,” and that the 
United States Government has not met the 
conditions. His Foreign Minister goes so far 
as to say that the basis for the agreement has 
been destroyed. 

Unless the Communists take these disturbing 
words as the equivalent of deeds, the comple- 
tion of a truce agreement may still be possible. 
Rhee has not yet instructed his troops to fight 
on after an agreement is signed, and the im- 
portant thing is whether he gives that order. 

In view of all the warnings the U.N. command 

now has had, it would be negligence of the 
highest order if Rhee were allowed to maintain 
a position in which he could continue fighting 
unilaterally. The United States is the sole source 
of munitions and supplies for his troops. It can 
and should make a violation of the truce by the 
South Koreans physically impossible. 
' Rhee’s new statement makes clear the sub- 
stance of his dispute with the United States. 
He wants our Government to set a time limit 
on the armistice—to agree that if a quick peace 
settlement suitable to him is not reached, we 
will either join him in renewed hostilities or de- 
fend and support him while he renews them 
alone. This would be in direct conflict with 
our commitment to the Communists that there 
will be no time limit on an armistice. 

Was this commitment to the enemy exces- 
sive, one that did not have to be made? The 
answer would be obvious if the shoe were on the 
other foot. Suppose that the Communists of- 
fered us a 180-day truce, to be terminated by 
renewed warfare unless a political settlement 
satisfactory to them were reached in the mean- 
time. We would properly reject such a pro- 
posal, as involving negotiation at the point of 
a gun. Our Government was right, therefore, 
in telling the Communists that so far as we are 
concerned, a truce shall last as long as neither 
side violates it. 

Rhee wants North Korea evacuated by the 
Chinese, and the U.N. shares the same objec- 
tive. But the departure of all foreign troops 
depends upon the attainment of a permanent 
peace settlement by agreement. Rhee himself 
is one of the principal obstacles to such an 
agreement. All that the U.N. can do is to 
promise a sincere effort to reach a settlement. 

An end of hostilities is the indispensable first 
step, and it is time to check Rhee’s efforts to 
prevent that step from being taken. 
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Warning From 14 Senators 

Will the House-approved bill for private de- 
velopment of electric power on the Niagara 
river pass the Senate this session? Not if a 
bipartisan group of 14 Semators can awaken 
people to what is at stake. 

If the bills to turn over the water power sites 
to private utilities reach the floor in either 
chamber this group of 14 Senators will go into 
action, They say that the proposed legislation 
runs “violently counter to the national public 
power policy which dates back to Theodore 
Roosevelt.” To prevent any such reversal, they 
are prepared to “make a point that the vital 
matter has not been adequately considered by 
committees which have not held a hearing.” 

This is not to say that the Niagara river sites 
and all other water power sites should necessar- 
ily be developed under public power projects. 
Each case should be determined on its own 
particular merits and a full consideration of the 
over-all situation. But these facts are not go- 
ing to be known if the decisions are hasty and 
the public is not informed.

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Why Not Both Ex-Presidents? 

It will be a wise choice if former President 
Hoover is appointed to the new commission on 
organization of the executive branch of the gov- 
ernment, as is reported likely. Mr. Hoover 
gained invaluable experience as head of the his- 
tory-making commission which performed simi- 
lar work in the Truman Administration. Few if 
any are in as favorable a position to know what 
is yet to be done and how it may most expedi- 
tiously be gone about. , 

There were two main reasons why Mr. Hoover 
was chosen chairman of the commission in Harry 
S. Truman’s regime. One was to make the work 
nonpartisan, and therefore attract the widest 
possible support. The other was to utilize the 
knowledge and experience that come to a man 
only from service in the Présidency. 

If these were sensible reasons for the selec- 
tion of Mr. Hoover then, they are sensible rea- 
sons for the appointment of Mr. Truman to sit 
with his Republican sharer of the ex-presidency 
now. It would, in fact, be doubly appropriate in 
the case of Mr. Truman, since it was he who 
set the good example of rising above partisan- 
ship in constituting the commission. 
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The State Steps In 

The raids in St. Louis county by state police 
and state liquor control agents constitute a 
stinging rebuke to the county’s two top law en- 
forcement officers—Sheriff Arthur C. Mosley 
and Prosecuting Attorney Stanley Wallach. They 
also make it crystal clear that Gov. Donnelly 
meant business when he declared that lawless- 
ness in the county would not be tolerated. 

The raiders moved in under orders by the 
Governor, an indication of his concern over 
complaints that the Sheriff has failed to crack 
down on open violations of liquor and gambling 
laws, among other things. Significantly, no ad- 
vance warning was given either Mr. Mosley or 
Mr. Wallach, both of whom presumably were 
sleeping when the state police and liquor 
agents went to work the last two evenings. 

On Monday night the raiders not only closed 
five taverns suspected of operating without the 
benefit of a license; they actually surprised a 
deputy sheriff and a special deputy partaking 
of an evening snack in one of the establish- 
ments, it was reported. 

Eventually, though, someone sounded the alert 
at the courthouse and, after the state had fin- 
ished its surprise operation, the Sheriff's of- 
fice came to life and raided a tavern at 3:30 

' a.m. This belated activity averted a shutout, and 
the score for the night was State 5, Sheriff 1. 
Five more raids Tuesday made the score State 
10, Sheriff 1. 

Mr. Mosley has looked bad, but the worst may 
be still to come. Attorney General Dalton, who

is directing the state’s inquiry into county law 
enforcement, or the lack of it, said the raids 
were only the opening shot. The heat is on, not 
only in the Sheriff's office and the Prosecuting 
Attorney's, but in other areas of the county 
regime as well. 

This ought to smoke out the truth about what 
has been happening in the courthouse so that 
corrective measures can be taken. Meantime, it 
ought to galvanize Mr. Mosley and Mr. Wallach 
into the kind of action they are paid to perform. 
If local officials cannot enforce the law they 
ought not to hold office. 
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A Witness Fights Back 

Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam of the Methodist 
church fought back successfully when he ap- 
peared before the House Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee, at his own request, to answer 
the committee’s repeated insinuations of Com- 
munist sympathies. 

The churchman was on the stand for an in- 
credible nine hours and 45 minutes—an ordeal 
reminiscent of the intellectual inquisitions com- 
mon to totalitarian countries. At the end of 
that time any fair-minded person who looked at 
his whole career and character, instead of at 
selected and distorted fragments, would know 
that Bishop Oxnam was no servant of the Com- 
munist front. 

Yet this was the charge brought by Congress- 
man Donald L. Jackson on the floor of Congress. 

Bishop Oxnam had to wait from March until 
July to get a public hearing. But that he would 
clear himself, and convict the committee of 
gross misrepresentation, was never in doubt. 

The Washington Post last April performed a 
valuable public service when it disclosed exact- 
ly what the committee files on the bishop con- 
tained, and permitted the bishop to give a de- 
tailed explanation of each item. 

What it all added up to was that Bishop Ox- 
nam had frequently been in the van of various 
liberal movements, and that he had joined 
certain organizations some of which later were 
declared to be “subversive.” Thus he was not 
a member of the Council on Soviet-American 
Friendship after it was declared subversive, but 
was a member at the time Dwight D. Eisenhower 
and other good citizens endorsed it. 

Because of Bishop Oxnam’s position in public 
life and the overtones of religious controversy 
which have crept into the congressional Red 
hunts, his personal defense was a _ striking 
indictment of the methods and irresponsibility 
of investigating committees. But as he himself 
recognized, the deeper problem goes beyond 
the question of whether one church leader could 
or could not establish his innocence. 

If the committee files on Bishop Oxnam are 
so absurdly rigged as to collapse when vigor- 
ously challenged, what about the files on thou- 
sands of other citizens who do not get the 
chance to fight back? How many have had 
their loyalty questioned not because they en- 
gaged in disloyal acts but because some per- 
verted mind drew a false inference of disloyalty 
from the ideas the victim expressed or the 
organizations he joined? 

The committee’s unanimous finding that 
Bishop Oxnam is not affiliated with the Com- 
munist party is quite inadequate. The commit- 
tee owes him an apology for smearing him as 
a Communist “tool” on flimsy evidence, and it 
owes the public some assurance that its files 
and investigating powers will be used in a more 
responsible fashion. 

A revulsion of the public conscience against 
the excesses of congressional investigators is 
long overdue. Bishop Oxnam’s case ought to 
contribute to that end. 
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Historical Item 

The notion is dead that historical museums 
are dusty repositories for dull documents use- 
ful only in supplying footnotes for a biblio- 
maniac’s monograph. Their collections of old 
fire engines, steamboat models, Indian feathers, 
war drums and battle flags are so colorful that 
they have made history exciting even for little 
boys. And their sparkling crystal and old china, 
feathered bonnets and silken ball gowns have 
inspired decorators and designers. 

Nobody, however, seems to have praised them 
as fonts of humor, sources of good laughs. Yet 
the July issue of the Bulletin of the Missouri 
Historical Society comes to hand, its cover 
illustrated with as be-bustled and as awkwardly 
poised a female as can ever have appeared in 
the fashion pages of, say, a century ago. And 
it turns out that the lady appeared originally 
on the cover of the sheet music for “The Gre- 
cian Bend: She Stoops to Conquer,” lyrics by 
J. W. Butler, music by R. F. Cardella, and pub- 
lished in 1868 in St. Louis by Compton & Doan. 
We submit one verse: 

I saw my girl one afternoon, 

And to my great surprise, 

She walked just like a kangaroo, 
With pepper in its eyes. 

Says I, “My Love, pray what is wrong 
Can I assistance lend?” 

“Go way,” says she, “why don’t you see 
I’ve got the Grecian Bend.” 

It seems this was a style of walking actually 
practiced by the local belles. Smile as we may, 
we are glad that styles do change.

Our Mirror of Public Opinion yesterday con- 
tained extracts from the opinions of Chief Jus- 
tice Vinson and Justices Jackson and Clark in 
the Rosenberg case. Why, some of our readers 
may ask, print these opinions more than a 
month after the husband-and-wife pair were 
executed as atomic energy espionage agents? 

The three opinions extracted yesterday con- 
stitute the Supreme Court majority’s reply to 
Justices Black, Douglas and Frankfurter, who 
dissented on the grounds that the Douglas stay 
order should be upheld. Since we printed ex- 
tracts from the dissenters, who argued strongly 
against the haste displayed by the Attorney 
General and the Supreme Court, it is only fair 
to present the majority’s answers. 

The reason for the delay is the timing of the 
major opinion by Chief Justice Vinson. It was 
released only last week and we waited until we 
received his full text before using extracts from 
the opinions of Justices Jackson and Clark. 

The basic reason for printing these opinions 
is to show the sharp division in the Supreme 
Court—one third of it dissented—over the 
court’s own record in this highly controversial 
death sentence case. Senator McCarran has in- 
troduced a bill to make it impossible for one 
Justice to order a stay of execution. That is a 
bad bill and as Chief Justice Vinson said, there 
is no valid criticism of Justice Douglas for 
having issued his short-lived stay order. 

But there is a reform that should come from 
this case. That is an automatic review of death 
sentences imposed in federal courts. If states 
can soundly require their Supreme Courts to 
review state imposed death sentences, there is 
also sound reason to provide the same protec- 
tion in the federal judicial system.

Kids as Killers and ‘Pushers’ 


WHY DIO THEY KILL?, John Bartiow Martin, 
(Ballentine Books, Inc., 13) pgs., $1.50.)

The constantly growing problem of 
juvenile delinquency in this frantic 
world is dealt with in these two vol- 
umes. The approach varies consider- 
ably, however, one writer digging into 
the backgrounds of a modern Loeb 
Leopold “thrill” murder and the other 
presenting character sketches of young 
drug addicts. 

John Bartlow Martin, one of the bet- 
ter reporters of our time, has expanded 
his serialized Saturday Evening Post 
story of the brutal slaying of an Ann 
Arbor (Mich.) nurse into a book issued 
simuitaneously in hardbound ($1.50) 
and paperbound (35 
cents) editions. 

The author has 
overlooked nothing 
in his search for 
motivations that 
may have led three 
teen-agers — Bill 
Morey, Max Pell 
and Dave Royal— 
to murder Pauline 
Campbell, Sept. 15, 
1951. 

By rummaging 
through the minds 
of the three youths 
he even uncovers 
an important lead 
that, subconsciously and for different 
reasons, the prime movers in the trag- 
edy—Morey and Pell—had a deep-seat- 
ed hatred of nurses. 

“Why Did They Kill?” is concerned 
with youth that many of us are in con- 
tact with daily—restless, aimless, living 
in a vacuum between nonage and ma- 
turity. It offers no solutions but pre- 
sents many findings on which the read- 
er may draw his own conclusions. 

Wenzell Brown, writer and lecturer, 
lifts the lid from the worst cesspools in 
the largest city in the world in “Mon 
key on My Back.” The phrase is used 
by addicts to describe their awful sen- 
sation when deprived of narcotics. 

Some readers may question the desir- 
ability of revealing the sordid facts re- 
lated by Brown, but the book will serve 
a purpose if it is carefully read by per- 
sons in a position to introduce worth- 
while measures to stop the spread of 
addiction among teen-age children. 

It is an ugly chain-reaction that cal- 
loused, bigtime criminals like Lucky 
Luciano and Thomas Luchese set off 
when they make illicit drugs available 
to users. The users themselves become 
“pushers” of dope in an effort to earn 
enough to satisfy their cravings. To ex- 
pand their business they convert others 
to drug addiction, with the public 
school a favorite hunting ground.

| Real Issue Between Ike and McCarthy 


WASHINGTON, 


HE OUTCOME OF THE ENCOUNTER with Senator McCarthy 
over the Central Intelligence Agency must have left many 
others, as it has me, with mixed feelings. For while it is good 
that the CIA is not to be demolished and publicly degraded, the 
ground on which the Administration took its stand was that the 
CIA possesses a special immunity which sets it apart from the 
rest of the executive branch of the Government. This is, I submit,

the CIA is a secret organization 
which must be kept under cov- 
er. This is, I submit, a specious 
plea. Secrecy is not a criterion 
for immunity. All the important 
departments and agencies have 
confidential business, and most 
of them have secret business 
which cannot be entrusted to 
men who are not sound security 
risks. 

As a matter of fact, many of 
the secrets that the CIA pus- 
sesses are obtained through oth- 
er departments of the Govern- 
ment, and all its most important 
secrets must, if they are to be 
acted upon, be transmitted to 
other departments. 

The argument that the CIA is 
something apart, that it is so 
secret that it differs in kind 
from the State Department, or 
for that matter from the Treas- 
ury and the Department of Agri- 
culture, is untenable. 


‘Accountable to President. 


The true ground for refusing 
to let Mr. Bundy be examined 
was not that he works for Allen 
Dulles rather than for John Fos- 
ter Dulles. It was that no one in 
this vale of tears can administer 
any branch of any government 
decently and successfully if his 
authority and responsibility in 
relation to his subordinates are 
not upheld and maintained. 

The right position, then, was 
to insist that Mr. Bundy is ac- 
countable to Mr. Allen Dulles, 
not to Senator McCarthy or to 
Congress, and that Mr, Dulles 
is accountable to the President 
for the performance of the CIA 
and, under the President’s con- 
stitutional authority and pre- 
rogative, to the Congress. 

The kind of immunity from 
the McCarthy investigating com- 
mittee that Mr. Dulles needed 
for the CIA belongs by all the 
criteria of sound government to 
every department in the execu- 
tive branch. The kind of im- 
munity which is at least implied 
in the theory that the CIA is 
something unique and special 
should not be conceded to any 
department of government. 


The Issue With McCarthy. 


(This, by the way, would have 
been fairer to Mr. Bundy, who 
did not need, cannot have want-| 
ed, and would, I have no doubt, 
never dream of claiming any 
immunity that is not the recog- 
nized right of every American 
civil servant.) 

What I have been saying is no 
more and no less than what 
President Eisenhower said in his 
first message to Congress on the 
State of the Union: 

“Confident of your understand- 
ing and co-operation, I know 
the primary responsibility for 
keeping out the disloyal and the 
dangerous rests squarely upon 
the executive branch. When 
this branch so conducts itself as 
to require policing by another 
branch of the government, it in- 
vites its own disorder and con- 
fusion.” 

This is where the issue lies 
‘between the President and Sen- 


ator McCarthy. Has the new Ad- 
ministration failed to deal with 
security, and does it, therefore, 
“require policing by another

What should never be toler- 
ated is the “disorder and con- 
fusion” - which must follow, 
which notoriously have followed, 
the pretensions and the efforts 
of Senator McCarthy to take 
over what is the primary respon- 
sibility of the executive. 


Limit on Investigation. 


This is the firm ¢rourd on 
which the President can and 
should take his stand: That his 
Administration after six months 
in office has established its own 
security system, and that hence- 
forth he proposes to discharge 
the responsibility which is his 
primarily, and in all individual 
cases of employment in the ex- 
ecutive branch to deal with them 
within the executive branch, re- 
sisting — as usurpation of his 
prerogative — interference by 
Congress in all such cases. 

This would mean that the 
position that the President took 
on Mr. Bundy would be not the 
exception but the rule. 

Lawyers differ as to what are 
the limits of the congressional 
power to investigate. Yet no one, 
I suppose, would argue that 
there is no limit. Obviously 
there is. Senator McCarthy 
could not, for example, compel 
the President to let himself be 
examined by the subcommittee, 
or even by Mr. Cohn and Mr. 
Shine. 

But it is fair to say that there 
is no clear boundary line, that 
in fact there is a vast legal no 
man’s land between the power 
of Congress to investigate and 
the independence of the execu- 
tive. Here there is no law, and 
it is in this lawless borderland 
that the lawless conduct, known 
as McCarthyism flourishes. 


Court Test if Needed. 


There is no need for the 
President to get into a brawl 
with Senator McCarthy. But 
there is every need that he should 
act resolutely to defend the in- 
tegrity and independence of the 
executive against lawlessness. He 
has sworn to do that. The way to 
do it is to bring the power of 
Congress to investigate under 
lawful limitations by putting the 
issue that Senator McCarthy 
poses to the test of principle. 

Let the position the President 
took in respect to Mr. Bundy 
be tested as the general rule. 
Let the Senate or the House, as 
the case may be, stand up and 
be counted in a vote as to wheth- 
er they will uphold the Presi- 
dent’s position in his first mes- 
sage or will cite an executive 
officer who obeys the Presi- 
dent’s instructions for contempt. 

And if, as I believe most ex- 
tremely unlikely, the Congress 
voted against the President, let 
the contempt be tested in the 
courts. 

In doing this kind of thing, 
the President will not only be 
doing his constitutional duty, 
which is to defend his consti- 
tutional position. He will also 
be giving Congress the opportun- 
ity, which is not now readily 
available, to act against abuses 
and excesses that are doing the 
gravest kind of injury to its 
reputation.

Infantile Paralysis Founda- 
tion, Red Cross, ‘Happy to 
Spend the Money.’ 


NEW YORK, July 22 (UP)— 
Mass gamma globulin inocula- 
tions of children in seven states 
have cost the National Foun- 
dation for Infantile Paralysis 
and the American Red Cross 
$1,555,680. 

Basil O’Connor, foundation 
president, who reported the ex- 
penditure yesterday, said it was 
a mark of progress toward -con- 
quest of polio “that we at last 
are in the happy position of be- 
ing called upon to spend this 
money.” 

The gamma globulin blood 
fraction, which tests indicate re- 
duces the chances of paralysis 
in polio cases, has been admin- 
istered in mass-injection pro- 
grams in Alabama, North Caro- 
lina, New York, Virginia, Ten- 
nessee, Illinois and Michigan.

~—Polio showed a marked de- 


| cline in the first indicative week 


after the mass inoculation with 
gamma globulin of more than 
12,000 children in Caldwell 
county, a report showed today. 

New cases in the week ended 
July 19 dropped more than half. 
The county has had 124 cases of 
the disease since mid-April. 

Dr. William Happer, Caldwell 
county health officer, viewed 
the decline with restrained op- 
timism, however, and pointed 
out that the history of the dis- 
ease in South Carolina shows 
that a decrease in the incidence 
of polio occurs the latter part 
of July. 

“Gamma globulin,” Dr. Hap- 
per said, “undoubtedly con- 
tributed to the decline, but the 
drop cannot be laid entirely to 
the mass inoculation program.”

Stronger White House Leadership 


WASHINGTON. 


HE RENEWAL OF HOPE in a Korean truce coincides with 
the anniversary of the first half year of the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration. Nothing could more dramatically illustrate the 


position of the Administration with respect to the vast forces 
which appear difficult to impossible to master. 


No one from the President on 
down can be absolutely sure of 
a cease fire in the Korean war. 
Out of past disillusion the deep 
suspicion per- 
sists that this 
may be still an- 
other feint in 
the long drawn 
out hopes raised 
and hopes 
dashed. But the 
important fact 
is that the deci- 
sion lies beyond 
the power of 
anyone in this 
capital. This 
makes for a pro- 
found and continuing frustra- 
tion, not only here but through- 
out the country. [t seems to put 
American destiny beyond the 
control of Americans. 


Increased Draft Quotas. 


If this is another false hope, 
then the-course ahead is rugged. 
The decision has been taken by 
the lational Security Council 
that a continuation of a stale- 
mate is not in the interest of 
national security; that it is too 
costly in men and money. 


Therefore the breakdown of 
the truce negotiations would 
mean resort to a greatly ex- 
panded effort to bring the war 
to some conclusion. That could 
be read plainly between the 
lines of Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles’ report to the 
nation on television. 


An expanded war would mean 
greatly increased draft quotas. 
It would mean calling back 
many reservists. And Congress 
would have to be asked for a 
big new appropriation to prose- 
cute such an enlarged war. 


U.S. Debt Near Ceiling. 


This, of course, suggests an- 
other of the forces with which 
the Administration has been 
struggling in the first six months 
of its existence. The amounts 
are so large and the political 
conflicts so acute, that the ef- 
fort to bring the budget under 
control resembles at times the 
combat with Communism, It is 
an effort to come to grips with 
forces that seem as imponder- 
able, as impersonal, and poten- 
tially as destructive. 


The two are closely allied— 
the struggle to contain and 
compress the imperialist drive 
of the Communist conspiracy in 
a revolutionary world and the 
effort to bring long-term sta- 


| bility into fiscal management. 


The deficit of nine billion dol- 
lars for fiscal 1952 was two bil- 
lion dollars greater than had 
been anticipated. 

The national debt of 272 bil- 
fion dollars is pressing hard on 
the debt ceiling of 275 billion 
dollars. Any effort to raise that 
ceiling» would be likely to set 
off_a. prolonged and angry con- 
troversy. If the truce should 
fail, then the Administration 
would have to move at once to 
take off the ceiling. 


Among the millions who voted 
for President Eisenhower last 
November were many who be- 
lieved that this national hero 
could bring these great imper- 
sonal, imponderable forces un- . 
der control. In short, they 
looked to him for a kind of 
magic. 

Some of them were voting 


‘ against the forces themselves; 
that is to say against the Twen- 


tieth century in which trouble 
has been compounded on a scale 
rarely seen in history. 


President Still Popular. 


The grand expectations pinned 
to the Hero-President were thus 
in part unreasonable. If there 
is disillusion, even among those 
who expected the most, it seem- 
ingly does not attach to the 
President. All reports indicate 
that he remains a popular sym- 
bol above the sweaty battle. 

How long this curious condi- 
tion will endure no one can say. 
Certainly, performance in the 
first six months has been below 
even reasonable expectations. 
Many explanations have been 
offered—the divisions in the 
Republican party, the narrow 
majority in Senate and House, 
the President’s inexperience in 
politics, 


Influence of H-Bomb. 


But explanations to one side, 
it is now evident that the Pres- 
ident must assert leadership be- 
yond doubt or equivocation in 
areas where continued drift 
make it imevitable that the 
American destiny is surren- 
dered once and for all to the 
great imponderables now be- 
wildering, baffling, frustrating 
so many citizens. This is true 
in important areas of foreign 
policy. 

But the most illuminating ex- 
ample is that of the develop- 
ment of the hydrogen bomb. 
The full story of the extraordi- 
narily swift progress in the man- 
ufacture of this weapon and its 
fantastic destructiveness is 
known to perhaps 40 or 50 civil- 
ians and a lesser number of men 
in uniform. 


April Pence Speech.

The only chance to stop the 
drift in this and other fields is 
to assert not once but again and 
again the kind of leadership in 
both word and deed that was in 
the President’s speech on peace 
and foreign policy of April 16.

3 What Drouth Means 
To Those on the Land 


By Leonard Hall 


RE THERE any of us, I wonder, who live 

in a wholly realistic world? Or do all of us 

spend at least part of the time in a land of 
make-believe, weaving the all-too-often unap- 
petizing facts of life 
into a pattern closer 
to the heart’s de- 
sire? If there were 
no other evidence 
that this is the case, 
I would still be 
convinced of it by 
the overwhelming 
majority of the vis- 
itors who come to 
Possum Trot each 
day of the week 
and by the letters 
which pile up—too 
many of them unh- 
answered for too 
long a time—on my 
study table. For 
the facts are that here at our home in Belleview 
Valley I farm and write. The rewards of both

callings are very real, yet they are achieved at 
a cost in effort and the sacrifice of material 
comforts that few would be willing to pay. 
These matters are set fortfi faithfully in this 
column; yet the reaction from readers, unless 
they happen to be working farmers themselves, 
almost never varies. 

“You two certainly have it licked,” runs the 
y refrain, “How did you ever discover a way to 
ie live easily and comfortably, without work and 
Ss without worry? Tell us the secret, so we can go 
ee and do likewise.” 

e THERE WAS A TIME, not too many years 
ee ago, when the majority of us would have under- 
a stood what it costs in hard physical effort to 
i run a farm, and how much of the compensation 
er. must come in values other than cash. That 
% not-so-far-off time was when 85 per cent of our 
<4 people lived on farms and the 15 per cent in 
: cities and towns still had roots in the land. But 
- today these percentages are almost exactly re- 
: versed. I suppose they still teach in grammar 
at school the old adage which all of us memorized 
in our day, that “the land is the source of all 
wealth—and even of life itself.” This is as true 
a now as when first uttered long ago, but for the 
a vast majority of us it has no meaning any more 
q because it has lost its frame of reference. Today 
J the whole trend of our social and economic 
thinking is away from the land and our de- 
pendence on it. 

x * 


JUST RECENTLY this trend away from a real 
understanding of the land has been evidenced 
by the reaction of some visitors to the drouth 


which has gripped our countryside in an iron 
hand for nearly two years. The pattern of our 
farming is based on a normal rainfall of about 
45 inches a year and this we must have to grow 
our hay and grain crops and pastures. Without 
water, we cannot support the livestock which 
is the backbone of our farming system and liveli- 
hood: If our crops fail and livestock must be 
shipped to market unfinished and at distress 
prices, it is only a matter of time until farmers 
in the drouth areas are wiped out. Already 
these conditions have brought disaster to thou- 
sands of farmers throughout southern Missouri 
and the whole Southwest, while hundreds of 
thousands more are suffering increasing hard- 
ship.

ALTHOUGH DROUTH STRIKES broader 
areas than such vagaries of the weather as flood 
or tornado, it is still almost always regional 
rather than national in scope. Thus it is easy to 
read of bumper wheat crops and good prospects 
for corn and to wonder why the farmer is wor- 
ried. What we forget is that corn in northern 
Iowa does no good to a farmer in southern 
Arkansas when his crops have failed and his 

3 livestock is sold at heavy loss and he is wonder- 
F ing whether he can swing the mortgage for an- 
other year. I am certain that any farmer—or 
ie business man, for that matter—who lives in the 
dry country will agree with what I say. But 
since it is difficult to experience the impact of 
any disaster which does not affect us personally 
—and since most of us have less and less under- 
standing of the problems of the land—few peo- 
ple outside a drouth area have much realization 
of what the word really means, 


DROUTH MEANS that when you drive across 
a meadow, the grass crackles like dry paper un- 
der your wheels; and that next day it is dead 
where the tires of car or tractor have passed. 
It means that the corn, planted on your richest 
a ground and with al’ the care and expense for 
"== manure and fertilizer to insure the highest 
yield, gets up to ‘tasselling stage. Then the 
dark green leaves start to twist as each day’s 
a relentless sun beats down and the forming ears 
Se are dwarfed to nubbins with little feeding value, 
[= It means that expensive seedings of a new 
pasture which you are counting on for next year, 
ee after the drouth may have passed, shrivel and 
7 die in the dusty fields. Drouth means that the 
7 springs dry up and the creeks gradually dis- 
7 appear and the ponds grow thick with green 
"= scum as the last water soaks into the thirsty 
soil, so that you start hauling water or driving 
the animals to some distant sourse to drink. 
It means that the ribs start to show on once- 
fat cows and that their milk dries up so that 
the calves, on which you count for your year’s 
income, look scrubby and unthrifty. Sometimes 
it means that they must be sold out of the 
drouth country or shipped uff to market at per- 
haps a third of what it cost to produce them, 
And drouth means farmers lying awake long 
into the night after a 10- or 12-hour day in the 
fields, with their minds worrying like a terrier 
at the problem of how to keep going until a 
better season.

has found a crack in the mason- 
ry and the next thing we know 
it has appeared on the inside 
plaster wall. 


The obvious solution to this 
problem is to keep rain out of 
the chimney by means of a chim- 
ney cap. The trouble here is 
that the chimney cap might spoil 
the chimney draft. If it does, 
thing else will have to be done. 
That something else is to locate 
the crack or open joint inside 
the chimney and patch it with 
mortar. 


You may be able to locate 
the trouble inside the chimney 
with a flashlight. If you can, 
fill a burlap bag partially with 
sand so that it fits snugly in the 
chimney flue. Lower it down 
by a string to a point just be- 
low the crack and then pour 
down some cement mortar. Lift 
the bag up and it will force the 
mortar into the open joints. 


If you can’t locate the exact 
position of the leak, let the 
bag down the flue to a point 
well below the point where the 
stain has appeared on the inside 
wall, pour in the mortar and 
lift the bag up the full length 
of the flue so that all open 
joints will be filled with the 
mortar, You may have to pour 
additional mortar down over the 
bag if there are a good many 
joints that need filling.
